As an additional analysis of estimatioh accuracy, comparisons were made 
of population estimates for cities and towns prepared by the Population 
Studies Division with estimates subnittkd by the city and town officials 
and with the 1970 Federal Census: population.

change in 1970- -to-census household size ratios for all censusing cities 
from the estimate year to the census year.

Table 27 shows the results of the adjustments by various percent differ- yp 
ence levels for the 70 cities and towns under analysis.

- There are many possible explanations for 
this result, but the most readity testable one is. that the housing unit 
count in the estimate year was inaccurate. Such inaccuracies could stem

In order to investigate the possible effect of inaccurate isin anit

It may be observed that the lowest mean in the Absolute 
Percent Difference panel occurs for the Population Studves Division estimates 
which had less than 2.5 percent difference between reported and censused 
housing stock units.

Thus, the only ‘direct costs incurred by the county are for enum- 
erator and supervisor wages, mileage, and office materials. “If addi- 
tional census information is desired (e.q.; occupation,’income) or exist- 
ing county staff are not available to handle census responsibili jes, 
direct census costs may approximate $1.25 per person enumerated. Direct 
census costs incurred by the counties that censused in Washington have 
ranged from less than $ .10 per person enumerated in Stevens county to 
$1.00 per person enumerated in Adams county. ,In Stevens county, existing
